STABLE? 


O NE OF.THE hardest things to 
quiet is a vicious rumor. Once a 
piece of gossip is heard—not matter 
whether it is true or not—the infor- 
mation quickly passes from person to 
person, becoming larger and more 
unreal as it grows. 

The wrestling world is not immune 
to vicious gossip. An idle speculation 
about a wrestler mentioned in passing 
can quickly become hard information 
passed from athlete to athlete and fan 
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to fan. And once a rumor is started, it 
is very hard to stop. 

But sometimes a spreading rumor is 
based in fact, and not merely in idle 
speculation. Sometimes a man’s action 
prompts other people to talk. 

Lately, the object of such gossip has 
been Lord Al Hays, who shocked 
wrestling a while ago when hé joined 
the group of wrestlers under the 
guidance of Jim Dillon. Hays’ move to 
Dillon’s stable was totally unexpected;

EHIND THE 
BROWER FEUD 


VERYONE KNOWS OF the 
many bitter battles between 
Bulldog Brower and Mighty Igor. Al- 
most everyone has heard conflict- 
ing rumors as to why these two men 
despise each other. Previously, the 
most knowledgeable wrestling 
minds believed it was a series of 
minor conflicts which mush- 
roomed into a major confrontation. 
However, new evidence has sur- 
faced which has proven all the pre- 
vious speculation to be wrong, and 
all theories to be way off the mark. 
Yet, the proof is irrefutable; docu- 
ments have substantiated the one 
story told by five reputable sources. 
The story must now be told. 

On March 28, 1970, Bulldog 
Brower filled out forms intended to 
have ‘Mighty Igor deported back 
to Poland.

HE CHANGE WAS evident 

before Andre the Giant even 
opened his mouth. His demeanor was 
more serious, more purposeful. Gone 
were the twinkling eyes of a man ona 
spree. This athlete had become all 
business. 

“I’m ready to become champion,” he 
declared cooly, “the one reigning 
champion of all wrestling. The 
divisions hurt the sport. I can bring all 
three divisions together. I’m the only 
one with the reputation to do it. It’s 
time I lived up to my responsibilities.” 

This announcement, though it had 
to happen eventually, came asa shock. 
For years, wrestling experts had pre- 
dicted Andre might be the man to 
unify the three major wrestling alli- 
ances. But the complexities of the 
man’s personality made it seem more 
like a dream than a prediction. 

Andre refused to stay in one place 
long enough to qualify for a title shot. 
He either grew bored with the place 
or hesitated to commit himself to the 


responsibilities of a title. Being 
champion was something requiring a 
home base. Andre, comfortable only 
in transit, didn’t want any one place to 
be home. 

The reason for this has been Andre’s 
sense of isolation from the rest of 
humanity. Towering over everyone, he 
felt afraid to relate to others. Traveling 
was the best way to keep his emotional 
distance from people.

O MIL MASCARAS, it. seemed 

like the ultimate challenge. For 
one week, he would place his 
popularity, his identity, and very 
possibly his entire future on the line.

It took a great deal of courage for 
Mil to decide to do something as 
potentially damaging as wrestling 
without his mask. His major fear was 
he might be recognized without the 
mask as Mil Mascaras, thus ending his 
career as a cowled grappler. Part of 
the mystery he had surrounding him 
would be gone forever. 

But he felt he had to go through with 
this trial. He had to prove to himself 
that the fans approved of his style of 
wrestling, and did not just’ flock to 
arenas across the country to see “Mil 
Mascaras.” Mil hoped for the former; 
he feared the latter might be true.

Mil planned this venture very care- 
fully. He selected seven cities across 
the country in which he would wrestle. 
He chose the name “Ricardo Duran” 
as his alias, borrowing the name of a 
friend of his in Los Angeles. He told 
only his closest associates exactly what 
he was planning, and swore each one 
to secrecy. Then Mascaras called IN- 
SIDE WRESTLING, and informed 
the magazine of his plans. In return for 
revealing what he was going to do, the 
magazine promised not to photograph 
Mil without his mask. 

A few days before the trek was slated 
to being, Mascaras had everything 
ready. Milhad arranged for matches in 
seven major cities, each in different 
parts of the country. Everything was 
timed exactly.

It took very little time for the crowd 
to start cheering for Ricardo Duran.

The next day, Mil went to the north- 
east to see if “Ricardo Duran” would 
be as popular as he had been in Florida 
and Texas.

FESTIVE MOOD could be 
found everywhere in Madison 
Square Garden the night Pedro Mor- 
ales challenged Ivan Koloff for the 
WWWE championship.

loffs reign as the titleholder. 

Only three weeks before, Ivan had 
won the WWWE belt from Bruno 
Sammartino. Pedro was hoping he 
could avenge that devastating upset 
and return honor to the champion- 
ship. 

It became a brutal contest between 
the two men in very little time. K oloff 
tried to repeat the success he had with 
his Atomic Drop—the maneuver 
which had felled Sammartino—with 
Morales. But Pedro had prepared for 
this and rolled out of the way just in 
time. 

Pedro finally emerged victorious 
when he jumped up on the turnbuckle, 
then leapt backwards, heaving his 
entire weight on Ivan’s chest. Koloff 
was knocked down to the canvas. 


Three seconds later, Morales was the 
new WWWFE champion. The match 
had lasted only 10 minutes, 41 seconds. 

A thunderous roar was heard 
throughout the arena, as the.thou- 
sands of spectators cheered for the new 
champion. Out of the darkness, Bruno 
Sammartino came running into the 
ring, carrying the WWWE belt. The 
former champion, with tears in his 
eyes, fitted the belt around the waist of 
the new titleholder.

RESTLING HAS ALWAYS 

been a major influence in my 
life. After all, growing up in the 
Graham family, how could | help 
but be influenced by the sport. 

Nevertheless, | did not grow up 
wanting to be a professional 
wrestler. | always enjoyed many dif- 
ferent sports, and | excelled in 
weightlifting. In fact, | won several 
titles in weightlifting, a pursuit | still 
follow to a small extent today. 

| had spent much of my child- 
hood in wrestling arenas, watching 
my father Eddie at his prime. | was 
always excited and fascinated by 
the sport, but for some reason, | 
never felt compelled to become 
involved in the action.

He would make 
nasty remarks about my father and 
call me “‘Baby Michael.”

But after a while, the verbal abuse 
got to me. He really made me mad.

| finally decided to do something 
about the remarks. | challenged 
Shane to a match against me. To 
this day | don’t know why | did such 
a foolhardy thing. Nonetheless, 
what was done was done, and | 
found myself facing Bobby Shane. 

When | look back on that match 
now, | grimace a little. It was a very 
rough battle for me. | had absolutely 
no professional wrestling 
experience, whereas Bobby Shane 
had a considerable amount. He 
knew exactly what he was doing by 
accepting my challenge. | wish | 
could have said the same. 

But there was one surprise that 
evening—| won! Looking back on it 
now, | realize | won by a fluke of 
luck, but that didn’t matter to me 
then. That night changed my life. 

My whole family was in the 
audience that night, watching every 
move | made. In the dressing room 
afterwards, my father congratu- 
lated me, and told me | had great 
potential to be a professional 
wrestler.

Another one of the places! wasin 
over the last month was the 
Carolinas. Visited Wahoo McDaniel 
in the hospital, and he was doing 
just fine. Wahoo was sent there by 
Ric Flair during a wild brawl that 
ended outside the ring and had fans 
scattering for their safety. After the 
two tumbled through the ropes and 
onto a press table—shattering it— 
Ric grabbed one of the table’s 
broken legs and proceeded to pound 
and hammer McDaniel with it. Flair 
left him lying in a pool of blood, and 
it took dozens of stiches to close 
the wounds all over Wahoo’s head, 

“He should have killed me,’”’ said 
Wahoo. “Flair made a mistake by 
letting me live. | don’t think | have to 
explain what |! plan on doing to him 
when we next meet. I'll make him 
wish he had finished the job when 
he had the chance.” 

While in the Carolinas, | spent 
some time talking with Mil 
Mascaras, one of the most beloved 
and respected figures in the sport. 
I'd never be shocked if, one day, 
Mil’s opponent applauded him as 
Mascaras stepped through the 
ropes. Much of Mil’s spare time is 
now being used to read every entry 
in our “Win a Mil Mascaras Mask” 
contest.

said he did not like wrestling friends 
like Rocky Johnson. People began to 
wonder—did Lord Al Hays purposely 
have himself suspended? Did_ this 
action have something to do with Hays 
joining Dillon’s stable in the first 
place? 

People began to wonder if it was 
possible Lord Al Hays was aspv inJim 
Dillon’s stable. And if he was a spy, 
who sent him? What was his purpose? 

In a very short amount of time, the 
rumors started circulating about Hays. 
Some thought he had purposely joined 
Dillon’s group to end the managerial 
career of a man who has taught many 
wrestlers how to be very vicious. Some 
thought Hays had entered Jim’s stable 
to recruit men like Stomper and 
Brooks away from Dillon.
